days,

. A Vietim of Qlreumstances 158 an adaptiation
from the French, by A. W. Young, and It 1s
easentially French in form and substance, bat
Without any of the objectionable features Lhat
ORuNe somo of the Lust efforis of the modern
Parisian dramatlsts to glve offenss to the more
prudish Anglo-Saxon taste, The plot ls slight
and rond as follows: —

"M, Bonnefol,"” a gentlaman in easy clronme-
Btanoes, Is pillloted with & molber-in.law, the
widow of alawyer, wio 1s booked up in all
the Intricacies of theclvil eode. Durlng one of
bher dally contentlons with his wife and her
mother, he recelves a visit from “M. Dela-
roche,"” & friend of his bachelor days. Con-
triving to get rid of Lhe females, he entors fnto
A confidential conversation with hisgay friend
who atales that he Is as good as a bacuelor,
having separated from bhis wife on aocount of
Incompatibility of temper, the lady belng of
A rather gushing nature, which did not gnil his
more practioal ldems, He therofore retaroed
herdowry, and gnve her a handsome allowancs,
whioh he pald regularly once a quarter in
person, and for the rest of the yvear saw nothing
of her, allowing her to take her pleasare ln her
OWn way, 80 long as she did not molest him
“M. Bonunefol” offers lhis congratulations at
Buoch an escape, and then relates now he has got
himself into & terrible sorape.

»1, Delaroche;” Mrs, Thayer, the mogt delight-
ful of “old women,” wWaa & very vizen s

sMadame Truguet,” the mother-in-law, and
Mrs, Creess gave an acceplable personation of
“Madame Bonnefol,” We repeat that 4 Violim
of Oircumstances 18 a eapital comedy of soclety,
Itis amusing and laoghable In the extreme,
and if genulne merit s anything with the
playgolng publie, It ought to have a long run.

Pooahontas, John Bougham's witilest, fan-
niesh burlesque, wis glven as an afterplece last
gyening. Bome of the jokes In this plece are &
